Cuba means a diplomatic rupture with 
Spain, if indeed, it does not lead to more 
serious consequences. No definite conclu- 
sion was reached, but memibers express the 
will be able to meet on «common 
ground.

AN INVESTIGATION IS WANTED 


Texas Congressman Will Introduce 
Resolution to That End. 


SECRETARY HERBERT SEVERELY CRITICISED 


His Report on Texas Sinking Inquiry 
Thought To Be a Strange Docu- 
ment from an Official. 


Washington, December 16.—(Special.)—Mr. 
Bailey will, on tomorrow, make an attempt 
to introduce into the house a resolution 
calling for the investigation of the con- 
struction and general equipment of the 
battleship Texas, The report of Secretary 
Herbert, made public today, on the court 
of inquiry relative to the recent sinking of 
the ship has brought down on his head a 
storm of the most adverse criticism. The 
{fnference drawn from the secretary’s state- 
ment is that he dislikes any publicity be- 
ing made, through the press or otherwise, 
relative to the navy, and especially when 
that publicity is a truthful statement of 
the weakness of some of the navy’s doings. 

Mr. Bailey has given no little attention 
to’ the history of the Texas, and is of the 
opinion that an investigation would be the 
méans of bringing to light much hidden 
crookedness relative to the Texas that the 
navy department is desirous of suppressing. 
The position taken by Secretary Herbert— 
that the newspapers by printing the news 
of the worthless material, such as armor- 
plate full of holes being furnished the de- 
partment by contractors like Carnegie and 
others whose conduct was defended by 


| the president in 18%, in remitting the fine 


imposed upon them, and the general bad 
construction of the Texas and some other 
ships, notably the Detroit and Ericsson, 
has brought the navy into disrepute—is not 
regarded as a creditable paper from a 
cabinet minister. 

To Show Up the Cramps. 

Mr. Bailey further believes that an in- 
vestigation will do much to rout many of 
the fossils of the navy department, who 
have grown to believe that the navy is 
for their exclusive benefit, and they have 
a right to grow rich from the-gifts of con- 
tractors given in the nature of bribes for 
“nulls,” which has redounted to the benefit 
of the contractors at the expense of the 
people.

DISCUSSED MONEY FOR ARMY. 

Washington, December 16.—The house to- 
day in committee of the whole devoted 
nearly all of the four hours’ session to the 
army appropriation bill for the year end- 
ing June 30, 1898. 

A great portion of the time was spent in 
discussing a ruling of the chairman of the 
committee, Mr. Hopkins, of Hlinois, that 
an amendment to cut off the Hot Springs 
hospital, as recommended by the surgeon 
general and secretary of war, was out of 
order, being a change of existing law. The 
discussion was quite interesting, Messrs. 
Dingley, republican, of Maine; Bafley, dem- 
ocrat, of Texas; Little, democrat, of Ar- 
kansas; Grow, republican, of Pennsylvanta; 
Hull, republican, of Iowa; Lacey, republi- 
can, of Iowa; Cannon, republican, of Illi- 
nois, and others participating. 

The question was important as affecting 
the power of the house under the rules to 
limit, restrict or define the expenditure of 
money carried by an appropriation bill. 
On one point the committee—69_ to 
53—sustained the chairman, but la- 
ter refused to sustain him—57_ ito 
84; and the amendment cutting 
out the hospital was agreed to. In the 
house Mr. Little made the point of no 
quorum on the vote adopting the amend- 

ent, and none appearing on fhe count by 
he speaker, the house at 4:10 o’clock ad- 
journed until tomorrow. 

In the morning hour Mr. Bailey, demo- 
crat, of Texas, asked unanimous consent 
for the consideration of a resolution direct- 
ing the committee on naval affairs to in- 
vestigate the construction of the battleship 
Texas, but it was referred to the committee 
without action.

Criticisms of Detects. 
SAYS THE FIGHTER 1S GOOD 


REPRODUCES LETTER: FROM GHAS, H. CRAMP 
— 
Detail of the Accident of the Protege 
of the Lone Star State Is 
Recounted 


Washington, Decetiber 16.—The navy de- 
partment issues an official statement today 


to demonstrate that)the battleship Texas, 


instead of being in any degree a failure, 
ranks with the finest warship in the world 
and is. not surpassed ‘by any American 
naval vessel. 

The occasion for this announcement is 
Secretary Herbert's approval of a court of 
inquiry record which foutid no.one respon- 
sible for the unfortunate foundering of the 
vessel recently at thé New York navy yard. 


Secretary Herbert's lement is as fol- 
lows: . 


“In giving out the action of the depart- 
ment on the findings of ‘the recent court of 
inquiry, as to the accident which resulted 
in the sinking of the Texas at the navy 
yard, New York, I have concluded to depart 
from my usual custom, anid gmake a general 
statement about this ship,.. 

“Of course the public that the ac- 
cident about which this court of inquiry was 
held could not have occurred at sea, that it 
happened because a part. of an injection 
pipe had been takén out for repairs and 
that the ship was promptly raised without 
having suffered any material damage. 

“So many criticigms @f this vessel have 
been made that the pebiic, or a part of it, 
at least, may be dis a to regard her as 
valueless, oe 

“The Texas was laid down by Mr. Whit- 
ney. A board of eminent naval officers 
awarded to a prominent designer, Mr. John, 
the prize that had been offered by the de- 
partment for the best plans of a battleship 
of given dimensions, At that time, and for 
some years afterwards, the navy depart- 
ment, through the bumegu of construction 
aud of repair engineering, was expending 
considerable money anfivally in the pro- 
curement of drawifge; plans, etc., from 
abroad; we were Availing ourselves of the 
experience of foreign nations. 

‘“Cofisiderable objection. was made by some 
of the officers of the department to the 
building of a ship on the plans of the Tex- 
as, and the question wag before more than 
one board during the administration of Sec- 
retary Whitney, and afterwards, during the 
admintstration of Searetary Tracy, the 
plans having been agaihy brought in ques- 
tion, were submitted fo ot boards and 
were again and again approved and so the 
construction of thé ship proceeded at the 
Norfolk navy yan 
ministration, . she 
to sea.

Refers to the. Accidents. 

“There have been several accidents to the 
ship since she, was commissioned. Differ- 
ent parts of. her machinery have, from time 
to time, developed defects, and it at one 
time became apparent that her bottom 
needed stiffening. She was sent to the na- 
vy yard at Norfolk and her bottom was 
stiffened and her defects have, it is believed, 
speaking generally, all been remedied, ex- 
cept those relating to her turret and the 
system of water tight compartments, devel- 
oped by the recent flooding of the vessel, as 
shown by ‘the finding of the court of inqui- 
ry, given out herewith. 

“The department has given orders that 
these deficiencies be completely remedied, 
which can and will be done in a few weeks 
at the New York navy yard, and at com- 
paratively small cost. 

“It would, of course, be very desirable if 
all our ships, when first completed, could 
be-turned over to the government by con- 
tractors and by navy yards in absolutely 
perfect condition, but this has never yet 
been done either in our own or any other 
navy. 

“A modern war vessel is an aggregation 
of complicated machines, and no expert 
expects a ship to be at its best until it 
has been shaken down by a_ cruise of 
months and tried thoroughly in all its parts. 

“It is believed that we have made fewer 
than any other nation, and certainly less 
costly mistakes than most ofhers in the 
building of a modern navy: yet there were 
two of our ships, the Castine and Mavchias, 
that had to be cut in two and lengthened. 
There were three others, the Detroit, the 
Montgomery and the Marblehead, in which 
it was found essential to make far more 
fundamental changes than have ever been 
found necessary in the Texas, and yet the 
latter ship, probably because the question 
of her availability as a naval war vessel 
was mooted in the navy from the very in- 
ception of the ship, has been subject to 
an unusual acnount of harsh criticism. 

“It is sometimes Stated that there are 
naval officers who are Stealthily and sur- 
reptitiously aiding, through the press, to 
have the public condemn a vessel of the 
United States navy. If this were true there 
would be no condemnation too strong and 
no punishment too severe for such conduct. 


Opinion of Navy Officers. 

“The Texas has been cruising as a rt 
of the north AtlaRtic sGuhiron for yo 
past four months, since the bottom was 
stiffened at the Norfolk navy yard. Captain 
Glass, one of the most efficient and 
reliable officers of the navy, who 
has been in command of her, declares 
that she is the stiffest, most easily manag- 
ed and entirely seaworthy ship in the ser- 
vice. Captain Robley D. Evans, command- 
ing the Indiana, huids the same opinion, 
He says that when the fleet, on the 12th 
of October, was on its way to New York 
in a hurricane, in the worst sea he had ever 
encountered, the Temas showed that she 
was the most seaworthy ship in the fleet! 
The Indiana was just -ahead of the Texas 
and just behind the Maine, which is the 
rival ship of the Texas, she having been 
built wpon the plans of the latter altered 


in the department. The Texay polled only 


five degrees, while both the Maine and In- 
diana were rolling very much more. Cap- 
tain Evans says the Texas all the time was 
a perfect gun platform, and he was in fair 
position to judge of the relative merits 
of the different ships. In the fleet were. at 
that time, the New York, the Indiana ‘the 
Columbia, the Raleigh, the Texas, the 
Montgomery and the Maine, representing 
all the different classes of ships, above 
runboats, now in the navy of the United 
States, and Captain Evans says that the 
Texas in her seaworthy qualities was far 
superior to them all.

Marine Authorities Are Angry. 
The marine authorities are indignant 


at Weyler’s statement that Maceo crossed 
the trocha in a boat, and it is said have 
cabled to Spain protesting. The minister 
laid the facts before the cahinet meeting. 
The relations of the naval and military 
authorities are strained, The demonstra- 
tion in Weyler’s honor was simply to cover 
the failure in Pinar del Rio. It is easy to 
organize any demonstration in Havana, 
counting with volunteers the great num- 
bers of semi-military organizations who 
are forced to obey omiers.

Has Instructed Naval Silence. 

‘T eail particular attention to what Mr. 
Cramp says about the plans of the Texas. 
The very remarkable qualities as a sea- 
going vessel she has demonstrated ccrtainly 
vindicate his judgment. I do not mean 
to assert that the Texas is a model ship. 
She was laid down ten years ago. Many 
improvements have been made _ since 
that time in turret and water-tight bulk- 
head systems and also in the distribution of 
batteries. What I do mean to say is that 
the Texas will prove herself to be a valua- 
ble naval vessel. 

“As to any controversy between Admiral 
Brown and the shipyards, I have directed 
him not to talk for publication hereafter 
in relation to the Texas, and it is my earn- 
est desire that all naval officers shall pur- 
sue a similar course. 

“I especially desire to call attention to 
what Mr. Cramp says in his letter about the 
effect in foreign countries of the very fre- 
quent criticisms upon American ships by a 
portion of the American press. I have di- 
rect information from sources other than 
Mr. Cramp’s letter, which bears out his 
statements. Both China and Japan are 
building navies. Our shipbullders natural- 
ly desire the custom of these two countries. 
I am credibly informed that certain ship- 
builders of other countries who were cum- 
peting last spring with American shipbuild- 
ers for cortracts with the Japanese guvV- 
ernment had collected a large number of 
very sharp criticisms of Americun ships 
and put them all in array before the Japa- 
nese authorities for the purpose of showing 
that we do not know how to build ships 
in this country.

MILLIONS COULD BE SAVED 


GASES GENERATED IN OOKE 
OVENS COULD BE UTILIZED. 


It Is Said They Could Furnish Fuel 
Gas for Cities Near Which They, 
Are Situated. 


Birmingham, Ala., December 16.—(Spe- 
cial.)—At a meeting of the Alabama Indus- 
trial and Scientific Society, held in this city, 
it developed that many millicns could be 
saved about the large coke manufacturing 
concerns if the by-products therefrom were 
properly used. Dr. Phi"lips, chemist in 
this city for the Tennessee Coal, Iron and 
Railroad Company: F. M. Jackson, president 
of the Standard Coal Company, and Colonel 
Montgomery, large mine owner, tcok the 
principal parts in a general discussion that 
prevailed in the course of a meeting on the 
subject of coke ovens. It was shown that 
the gases that can be and are generated 
in the coke ovens are absolutely allowed to 
go to waste. 

The sulphite of ammonia, which is used 
so extensively about the fertilizing fac. 
tories, and the ammonia used extensively 
in the ice factories, tar, dust, and many 
other things useful in various manufacto- 
ries and businesses which come from the 
waste of coke making, are not corralled at 
ell in this country and thereby mfilions 
upon millions of Collars are thrown away. 
Dr, Phillips argued that with the usual 
machinery for the contracting of the gases 
atcut 150 of the coke ovens Iccated around 
Rirmingham could be made to furnish the 
entire city with fuel gas. It was discussed 
in all its phases and the question remained 
unanswered why coal does coke. 

The coa) wash, or the leavings from coal 
in the washers, is being used in some parts 
of the country as foundry facing, . while 
elsewhere it is being.employed for sand. 
The gases, tar and other products emanat- 
ing from coke making could enrich mem 
people, but it seems that capita! has never 
thought well enough of {t to develop it. 

The question discussed will probably gtart 
the technical world to arguing. Coke mak- 
ing is a subject that many scientists have 
tried to explain thoroughly, but «t{ll it con- 
tinues. Well versed’ men on the subject 
have issued paper after paper and have 
made investigation after investigation. The 
Alabama Industrial and Scientific Society 
vill continue the investigations started and 
many experiments wéll be pursued before 
the next meeting. 

Scientists and geologists in Atlanta, Ga., 
Nashville, Tenn., and in North Carolina 
are being sought to join the soclety and 
next summer, when the next meeting will 
be held, it is thought that many technical 
men in the United States will have their 
eyes turned this way.

leyd James's Trial for the Killing 
Ed McKelvey. 


CLAIMS IT WAS SELF-DEFENSE 


Colonel James’s Demurrer to the Bil) 
of Indictment—The Evidence in 
the Case Yesterday. 


— 


Douglasville, Ga., December 16.—(Special.) 
This is the second day that has been con- 
eumed in hearing evidence in the trial of 
Loyd James, who is charged with the mur- 
der of Ed McKelvey. The state began in- 
troducing witnesses yesterday afternoon 
and closed at noon today. About a dozen 
witnesses were examined, but nothing of 
a very sensational or damaging nature was 
disclosed, with the exception of what was 
sworn by the only qualified eye witnesses, 
the parents of the deceased. 

Mrs. McKelvey’s Testimony. 

Mirrs. Charley McKelvey, for the prosecu- 
tion, related the story of the tragedy. She 
said her daughter came to her home just 
as she was preparing to retire for the 
night and told her that Loyd James had 
been in Douglasville that afternoon and on 
his return home he found her sitting before 


the fire reading a newspaper. Without ut- 
tering a word, he amatched the newspaper 
from her hands and threw it into the fire, 
remarking that she was an idiot and could 


not read. He then whipped her unmerci- 


fully and pulled a great quantity of hair 
out of her head. She told her parents that 
she wanted them to go with her back to 
her home to get posséssion of her three 
children, whom she feared her husband 
would kill. They consented to go, and 
awoke Ed McKelvey, who was asleep in 
an adjoining room, to go with them. When 
they approached the house James was 
standing in the door with a shotgun in 
his hands. His wife asked him what he 
meant, and told him to put away the gun 
and behave himself. Charley McKelvey 
also told him to put the gun away and let 
them go into the house and try to adjust 
the differences between him and his wife. 
He also told him that if he ever mistreat- 
ed his wife again he would have him ar- 
rested. 

James told him that he would shoot if 
he crowded him, pointing the gun directly 


at his brother-in-law, who asked him not. 


to do it. James then walked down the 
steps to the corner of he house, about 
thirty feet from where Ed McKelvey was 
standing. Ed told him that if he ever 
whipped his sister again he would whip him 
and that he must hereafter refrain from 
using vulgar language in the presence of 
-his (McKelvey’s) little sisters. James told 
him that he would shoot him; Ed told him 
to shoot, and in an instant McKelvey fell, 
the: entire load taking effect in his neck, 
breaking it and severing the juglar artery. 
His father, mother and sister, Mrs. James, 
hurried to their son and brother and car- 
ried him into the house, where he expired 
in a few minutes. 

Charley McKelvey’s statement was iden- 
teal to that of Mrs. McKelvey. 

The state introduced several witnesses 
who testified that James had for several 
months previous to the killing told them 
that he was going to kill Ed if he ever in- 
terfered with his affairs again. 

Wulter Stewart, a young man who had 
“been in the company of James a few days 
before the tragedy occutred, testified that 
James told him that ‘he had his gun loaded 
to kill a young mam who was about five 
feet and eight inches high and weighed 
10 ‘pounds. Bvidence was introduced 
showing that this was about the height 
end weight of Ed McKelvey. 

The defense proved that where McKel- 
vey fell a pocket knife, which was after- 
wards established by several witnesses to 
be the property of McKelvey was found, 
and an ax in a few feet of the 
knife. It was the theory of the defense 
that McKelvey was advancing on him 
with an open knife in one hand and an 
ax in the other. But the eye witnesses 
to the killing bitterly denied that Ed had 
any weapons at all, and was standing 
' 6ull when shot. 

James Makes a Statement. 

The statement of James was to the ef- 
fect that Charley McKelvey advanced 
upon him with a drawn knife and cursing 
him said he would kill him; said he told 
McKelvey to get away from his honte and 
not disturb him, and retreated around the 
corner of the house in an effort to get 
away. He encountered Ed, who had an 
ax in his hand, and with an oath said he 
would kill him. 

James did not say whether he shot or 
not. He strongly denied whipping his wife 
that night and gave a vigorous denial to 
all the testimony of the witnesses who 
testified against him. 

Colonel W. A. James, one of the counsel 
for the defense demurred to the bill of 
indictment on the ground that it did not 
allege that the gun was a deadly weapon, 
and that it was not loaded with anything 
falkculated to produce death, and asked 
the court to direct a verdict of not guilty. 
Colonel James made a strong effort in 
support of his demurrer, but was overruled. 

Colonel James’s Demurrter. . 

The defendant has not as yet exhibited 
any degree of uneasiness and lack of self- 
possession during the dreadful ordeal 
through which he is going, but on the con- 
trary, appears perfectly calm and greets 
many of his old friends, whom he has not 
_ seen in almost a year, with a handshake 
_ €@nd a smile that betoken a confident ex- 
Pectation of acquittal. He made his state- 
ment to the court and jury this afternoon.

GUS THOMAS WAS RECAPTURED. 


Notorious Murderer Who Escaped 
from a Tennessee Jail. 
Nashville, Tenn., December 16.—(Special.) 
Gus Thomas, the notorious murderer and 
moonshiner. who escaped at an early hour 
this morning from jail at Jackson, was 
recaptured, today six miles west of that 
place and returned to jail. . j 


is set tomorrow in Swainsboro, m 
Emanuel county, it did not become known 
until this morning, except to those inter- 
ested, the court officials being urged to 
keep it secret.

Hanson, a director of the Atlantic Short 
Line, bought and controls 2,049 shares of the 
Atlantic Short Line with money furnished 
by the Southern railway, and in doing so 
he is practicing a fraud on the minority 
stockholders. The petition goes on to un- 
earth an alleged plot or conspiracy be- 
tween the Southern railway and the di- 
retors of the Atlantic Short Line-to. rob 
the interested parties by alleging that it 
was the original intention of the builders of 
the Macon ani Birmingham railroad and 
the Atlantic Short Lins to build from Ma- 
con to their respective terminal poin , 
marely, Birmingham and Colleton. ana 
connect at Macon, so as to give a through 
line from Birmingham to the sea. When 
these plans failed and the roads were wuna- 
ble to proceed further tnam the present 
termini they were thrown in the hands 
of receivers. On December 2, 1895, the 
Macon and Birmingham was sold to Par- 
son & Edwards, who were the ostensible 
purchasers, but who in reality are the 
agents of the Southern railway,but that this 
fact has been kept concealed. The Southern 
railway has also obtained a controlling tn- 
terest in the Atlantic Short Line, which 
has also been kept concealed, the object 
of the Southern in getting control of the 
two roads being to prevent their extension 
to their respective terminal points and thus 
becoming a competitor of the Central of 
Georgia railway, which, together with the 
Georgia Southern and Florida railway, 1s 
owned by the Southern railway.

Gainesville, Ga., December 15.—Georgia is 
pre-eminently a state of schools and col- 
leges, especially of schools for girls and 
ycung women. That their excellence is 
known throughout the land is evidenced by 
the fact that many sister states send their 
children tc be educated side by side with 
the multitudes of Georgia's boys and girls 
who fill her halls of learning. 

Among the many excellent schools of 
the state none stands more prominently 
and favorably in the public mind than the 
Georgia Female Seminary and Conserva- 
tory of Music at Gainesville. 

Though a private enterprise, reorganized 
ten years ago with the smallest of begin- 
nings, backed neither by state nor party 
influence, depending solely wpon its merit 
to win its way into the favor of the people, 
it has, from the sheer impetus of its own 
worth, forged ahead with more rapid 
strides than its most sanguine friends could 
have expected. 

And now at the end of fts first decade it 
has attained to the excellence of any 
state school in beauty of buildings, com- 
pleteness of equipment and thorougjiness 
of work. The building now being com- 
pleted is a model of beauty and con- 
venience. 

The thirty new music rooms just begin- 
ning to be put into use are handsomely 
furnished in Georgia pine and are an in- 
spiration to any girl who loves to work 
amid pretty surroundings. Each of these 
practice rooms has a handsome piansa 
and 1s well lighted and heated. Under the 
direction of Professor C. J. Wallace, the 
music department of the seminary has 
grown to great proportions and Professor 
VanHoose says that the school is barely 
able to supply the demand made upon it 
for teachers, so well is the thoroughness 
of its work in musical lines known. The 
music faculty has received a strong addi- 
tion this year in the person of Professor 
J. H. Simonds, a gentleman of culture 
and rara, musical ability. His wife, Mrs. 
Simonds, has charge of the vocal depart- 
ment of the school and is doing some fine 
work with the voices of our Georgia girls. 

The splendid auditorium now being fin- 
ished is largely the gift of the people of 
Gainesville, who, appreciating the great 
work that Professors VanHoose and 
Pearce are doing, came nobly to their 
aid and subscribed several thousand dol- 
lars to assist them in the erection of their 
new lmiilding. The auditorium has a seat- 
ing capadity of 1,200. The stage is 74x40 
feet, with an opening just the size of the 
Grand opera house of Atlanta. It will be 
seated with opera chairs and will have 
several boxes, parquet, gallery, orchestra 
circle, etc. While it is all beautiful, per- 
haps the most beautiful feature of the 
room is the windows; art glass they are 
called, made by the Empire Glass Company, 
of Atlanta. Designs for these windows were 
submitted by New Yerk, Chicago and At- 
lanta firms, but Atlanta captured the prize 
and the workmanship of the windows is 
the delight of all ‘who see *hem. The de- 
signs are in keeping with the uses to 
which the room is to be put. There afe 
harps, trumpets. scrolls of parchment, the 
quill pen, the laurel wreath and other em- 
blems made of the most delicately-tinted 
glass, which give to ali who enter the hall 
an idea of its uses and purposes. 

The entire building is heated by two 
immense furnaces. The stam job has just 
been completed by “Messrs. Harmsen & 
Belcher, of Atlanta, who have spared ro 
pains to make the work perfect in every 
particular. 

The department of natural science is be- 
ing equipped in a way worthy of a male 
university. The chemical lhaboratory is re- 
celving a large addition to its apparatus 
from Messrs. Queen & Co., of Philadelphia, 
and young ladies are now analyzing sub- 
stances of various kinds. 

The gymnasium is one of the most beau- 
tiful rooms in the entire building and is 
splendidly equipped with all kinds of ap- 
paratus from the Narraganset Machine 
Company, of Providence, R. I. The teacher 
in charge, “Miss Cochran, is an en- 
thusiast in her work and is doing much to 
develop the physical woman among the 
girls at the seminary. From the gymnasi- 
um the girls may go to the swimming pcol, 
shower baths, the water all being heated by 
steam, and after the luxury of a bath may 
send the ball spinning along the track of 
the ten pin alley. This last is not yet com- 
pieted, but workmen are busily engaged in 
finishing up what will soon be the hand- 
eomest and most complete college structure 
in Georgia. ° 

By moving into this new home Messrs. 
VanHoose and Pearce are able to accom- 
modate about thirty new students. Until 
two weeks ago the seminary was taxed to 
its utmost capacity, but about fifteen 
rooms in the home department have been 
vacated by moving pianos into the new 
buliding and the management now desire 
to fill these rooms. There is no better 
school than the seminary in the entire 
south, and of all southern cities Gainesville 
claims to be the most healthful. Cata- 
logues will be sent and all needed infor- 
mation furnished upon application to either 
Professor VanHoose or Professor Pearce.

HIS PROTEST ORDERED FILED 


Bicycle Baggage Bill Was Not Re- 
considered and Is Dead. 


MR. CRISP EXPRESSES THANKS 10 ASSEMBLY 


Mr. Blount’s Form Book Is Discussed 
but No Final Action Was Taken. 
The House Routine. 


Mr. Reid, of Bibb. was first on the floor 
of the house yesterday morning and he 
arose to enter a protest against the passage 
of the Calvin anti-trust bill. He said that 
he would withdraw his motion to recons der, 
Dut under the rule he had the right to en- 
ter a protest against the action of the 
house. 

Mr. Reid sald he recognized that he had 
been whipped in his opposition to the bill 
and that he would not antagonize it further. 
His formal protest was sent to the clerk’s 
desk and read. In it he took the position 
that the bill had been passed without prop- 
er consideration and before many members 
had had an opportunity to see and study it. 

Ex-Governor Boynton, of Spalding, arose 
and said he offered an objection to the 
wording of Mr. Reid’s protest. He said the 
gentleman from Bibb stated that the Dill 
had been passed without proper considera- 
tion. To that language he objected, be- 
cause it reflected on the action of the house. 

Mr. Reid said he had no . in- 
tention to refiect on the house and would 
change the wording of his protest to mect 
the wishes of Mr. Boynton. He was al- 
lowed to withdraw the protest and it was 
changed in the wording to a purely formal 
protest. 

The anti-trust bill was passed by a unan- 
imous vote of the house, Mr. Reid voting 
for it, so that he could make a motion to 
reconsider. The protest as changed was 
Ordered filed. 

A much stronger fight will be made 
against the bill in the senate than was 
made in the house. An organized fight will 
be made against it by the wholesale gro- 
cers of the state. A meeting of the whole- 
gale grocers of Atlanta has been called for 
this morning to tdke action against the 


bill. 
Bike Bill Defeated Again. 

Mr. Phinizy, of Richmond, called up his 
bill to declare bicycles baggage and to re- 
quire railroad companies to so regard and 
haul them, which was defeated by a vote 
of 50 to 39 on Tuesday afternoon. He moved 
to reconsider the action of the house and 
paid that he hoped the bill would be recon- 
pidered, so that it could come up again and 
receive proper consideration. 

Mr. Phinizy said some members had re- 
garded his bill somewhat as they had the 
*possum bill, and he desired to say that he 
Was; sincere in his advocacy of the bill 
@nd that it was wanted by thousands of 
bicyclists of the state. 

Mr. Chapman, of Muscogee, said he de- 
sired to resent any reflection as to the sin- 
cerity of the author of the ‘possum bill, Mr. 
McCook, of Chattahoo-hee. He said the ’pos- 
sum bill author was sincere and earnest in 
advocacy of his bill. 

Mr. Boynton, of Spalding, opposed the mo- 
tion to reconsider. He said the bill had been 
defeated fairly and he hoped it would 
be allowed to rest where it was. 4 

Mr. Niles, of Macon, hoped the bill would 3 
be reconsidered so that it could be fully 
considered and given the attention it de- 
serves. 

The question was then put and the mo- 
tion to reconsider was lost by a vote of 5 
to 55, defeating the bill the second time. 

Mr. Crisp Is Grateful.

To Buy Mr. Blount’s Book. 

The resolution by Mr. Boifeuillet, of Bibb, 
to authorize the governor to subscribe for 
and*purchase copies of the “Georgia Form 
Book of Practice,” at $1.15 each, by J. He 
Blount, Jr., of Macon, was taken up. The 
resolution provides that copies of the book 
@re to be furnished to justices of the 
peace and clerks of courts. 

The resolution was considered in commit- 
tee of the whole. 

Mr. Lance, of Union. offered an amend- 
ment that the book ‘‘Robinson Crusoe”’ be 
purchased and furnished to all the children 
of the state. 

Mr. McLaughlin, of Meriwether, offered 
an amendment that the book be furnished 
to all lawyers and citizens applying for 
the same. 

Mr. Rudicil, of Chattooza, offered an 
amendment that the governor purchase the 
United States Medical Dispensatory for 
physicians of the state, 

Mr. Awtry, of Cobb, Opposed the resolu- 
tion. He said it was not the duty of the 
State to furnish such books and that he 
hoped the resolution would be defeated. 

Mr, Johnson, of Hall, favored the resolu- 
tion. Mr. Boifeuillet spoke for the resolu- 
tion, explaining the purpose and aim of 
the resolution and the form book. 

Mr. Boynton, of Spalding, said the state 
had purchased books of the kind before and 
that it was by no means a new kind of legis- 
lation. He said private individuals had 
prepared a form book to accompany the 
code of 1882 and that other books had been 
purchased by the state for distribution. 


Mr. Felder for It. 


Mr. Felder, of Fulton. said it was unfor- 
tunate that gentlemen had attempted to 
defeat the resolution by offering amend- 
ments to purchase ‘‘Robinson Crusoe.” and 
other books. He said the form book is 
meritorious and that there are many rea-

FOR A PARDON COMMISSIONER 


HOUSE PASSES SPEAKER JEN- 
KINS’S BILL. 


Was Amended So as To Require Peni- 
tentiary Keeper to Perform the 
Duties—Davis Holiday Bill. 


At the afternoon session of the house the 
bill by Mr. Jenkins, of Putnam, to create 
the office of pardons commissioner was 
taken up. . 

Ex-Governor Boynton, of Spalding, offered 
an amendinent that the principal keeper of 
the penitentiary shall be the pardons com- 
misioner, and shajl perform the duties 
without extra compensation. The original 
bill provides for a salary of $1,200 per annum 


for the cormmissicn. 

Ex-Governor Boynton’s amendment was 
adopted and after discussing the bill, was 
passed unanimously as amended, the vote 
being in the nature of a compliment to the 
speaker, the author of the bill. 

Mr. Speaker Jenkins tcok the floor in sup- 
port of the bill. He said he had found one 
convict in the penitentiary sentenced to 
twenty years for stealing a few biscuits. 
He had found cases in which judges had 
been barbarous. He said there should be 
one man in the state whose ears will at all 
times be open to the pleadings of the out- 
lawed convicts. 

Mr. Jenkins said as a member of the par- 
dons commission he found that the governor 
has little time to devote to the investiga- 
tion of pardon applications and that the 
state should relieve the chief executive of 
that duty. He gaid he hoped, in the name 
of mercy, humanity and justice, that the 
bill would pass creating the office of com- 
missioner of pardons so that the unfortun- 
ate convicts could have some one to make 
pleadings to. 

T. Make Davis’s Birthday a Holiday. 

Mr. Felder, of Fulton, introduced a bill 
to make June 3d of each year a legal holi- 
day in recognition of the birthday of Jeffer- 
son Davis. The bill was read the first time 
and referred to the committee on state of 
the republic. 

The resolution by Mr. Thomas, of Ware, 
to authorize the committee on privileges 
and elections to sit during the recess of the 
general assembly to investigate the several 
contest cases pending before the commit- 
tee, was acted upon. 

Mr. Bialock, of Fayette, and others op- 
posed the resolution. Mr. Barnwell, of 
Hancock, favored the resolution. It was 
lost after debate. 

The bill by Mr. Felder, of Fulton, to 
amend the charter of Atlanta, which passed 
the house and which was amended by the 
senate so as to authorize the city council 
to pay salaries to members of the several 
boards for the present year, was next 


‘taken up. 


The amendments of the senate were con- 
curred in and the bill recefved its final ac- 
tion in the general assembly. 

The bill by Mr. Hall, of Coweta, to re- 
qufre all fire insuranc2 companies doing 
business in this state to have said insur- 
ance placed through their agents in Geor- 
gia, was taken up. Mr. Hall said the bill 
would require companies to place their in- 
surance through their agents, thereby giv- 


ing to the state their license fees. The bill 


was passed by a vote of 89 to 8. 


Thinks It a Pernicious Measure. 
Editor Constitution—In your issue of the 
16th instant, column five, page seven, in 
reporting the proceedings of the legisla- 
ture, I find the following statement: 

“The bill by Mr. Rawls, of Etfingham, to 
allow county officers to lease or work 
county chainganeis on farms, or otherwise 
dispose of convicts so that they will be 
self-sustaining instead of being kept in 
jails, was read the third .time. Major 
tawls explained the purposes of the bill 
and it was then unanimously passed. 

“Mr. Rawls’s bill to provide for the pay- 
ment of costs of trials of misdemeanor 
convicts was also passed.” 

It is a very great surprise 1. a number 
of good citizens that such measures as the 
above could unanimously pass the house 
of representatives of Georgia. 

The recent investigation into the condi- 
tion of misdemeanor convict cainps insti- 
tuted and so vigorously carried out by our 
governor develops the fact that the hiring 
of misdemeanor convicts \to private per- 
sons is one of the most pernicious practices 
that can be allowed. It not only brings 
this convict labor into competition with 
free labor, but places the execution of the 
law for the punishment of criminals in the 
hands of private citizens or corporations. 

It may be to the advantage of the 
officers of court tc be in a position to sell 
these convicts to private persons in order 
to raise the money with which to pay 
their costs, but such a course would be a 
species of legulized’ slavery for private ad- 
vantage, rather than the enforcement of 
ihe criminal law and would be a foul bildt 
upon our civilization, which would sub- 
ject us to merited criticism at home and 
odium abroad. 

No state of affairs will warrant our law 
makers in placing the enforcement of the 
criminal laws and the custody of these 
misdemeanor convicts Who are yelpless to 
protect themselves against oppression 
under the dominion of individual or cor- 
porate egreed and avarice. 

The worthy author of these hills and the 
legislature must surely not ‘ave appreci- 
ated their necessary cffect ani have 
only looked at the financial side of the 
question, otherwise, I do not believe they 
would have passed the legislature. 

It has been the general hope and expecta- 
tion that instead of extending the system 
which allows felony convicts to be leased 
out, even under strict regulations, which 
has brought upon our institutions so much 
unfavorable criticism, that our law- 
makeis would work out a plan by which 
the handling of convicts by private inai- 
viduals or corporations would »e «atirely 
obliterated.

/ ‘Trustees for Exceeding Appropriation. 


LIMIT WAS EXCEEDED $6,000 


Money Was Used in Furnishing Girls’ 
Normal School Dormitory Build- 
ing—Bill Meets Opposition. 


The trustees of the State university were 
taken to task in the house yesterday. They 
were criticised for having exceeded the pro- 
visions of law in expending several thou- 
sand dollars in erecting and furnishing the 
Girls’ Normal and Industrial school dormi- 
tory. Twenty-five thousand was appropria- 
tea for the purpose, and the trustees spent 


over $30,000. 

The bill appropriates $6,391.06 “to furnish 
and equip the dormitory at the Girls’ mews 
mal and Industrial college at Milledgeville. 
The amount is to meet a deficit in the ex- 
penditure’ made in erecting and furnishing 
the dormitory. The bill was temporarily 
laid on the table. 

Opposition arose to the bill on the ques- 
tion of agreeing to the report of the finance 
committee, which is favorable to the pas- 
sage of the Dill. 

Mr. Meldrim, of Chatham, explained the 
necessity for the improvements, and spoke 
for the passage of the bill. He said the 
state had invested a large amount of 
morey at Milledgeville, and that the 
amount asked should be given, that the 
school could be properly equipped and fur- 
nished. 

In Committee of the Whole. 

The house went into committee of the 
whole to consider the bill, the speaker 
designating Mr. Black, of Fayette, as chair- 
man of the committee. 

Mr. Whitaker, of Heard, said he under- 
stood that the last legislature had appro- 
priated a certain amount to be used in 
erecting and furnishing the dormitory, and 
that those charged with the distribution of 
the money had exceeded their authority 
and expended $6,000 more than the law ail- 
lowed them. 

Mr. Longley, of Troup, said he could not 
support the bill of his colleague, Mr. Hill, 
without doing violence to his copscience. 
He sald the act appropriating $25,000 to 
erect the dormitory and equip it, made by 
a previous legislature, had put that amount 
as a limit, and that the law had been ex- 
ceeded by the trustees who spent $6,000 
more than ‘the law allowed them. He said 
it would establish a bad precedent to pass 
the bill, because other institutions would 
come forward for extra amounts when they 
run short. 

Mr. Longley offered an amendment that 
a like amount named in Mr. Hill's bill, 
$6,391.06, be set aside for the use of the 
State university, the Technological school 
and other like institutions. Later he with- 
drew the amendment. 

Some Speeches for the Bill. 

Mr. Redding, of Pike, favored the bill. 
He said it would be a bad precedent for 
the state to refuse to pay for tthe furnish- 
ings and equipments, and that the appro- 
priation should be made. 

Mr. West, of Lowndes, favored the ap- 
propriation, He said the state is bound in 
good faith to pay for the improvements 
made at the school. 

Mr. Brown, of Pulaski, favored the bill. 
He ‘said it was necessary to expend the 
money, and that it had been properly spent. 
He said. the trustees found that 200 girls 
would have to be turned away, even if 
they equipped the dormitory properly, and 
to its full capacity, and that they had 
decided to go ahead and expend the money 
necessary to complete the furnishings. 

Mr. Awtry, of Cobb, said the trustees 
should not be indorsed in their action in 
exceeding the appropriation made by the 
last general assembly. He thought the bill 
should not pass. e 

Mr. Oliver, of Burke, said if those who 
opposed the bill desired to disapprove the 
action of the trustees, they should intro- 
duce a resolution condemning that action, 
and not try to do so by opposing the bill. 
Mr. Oliver said those who opposed the 
bill had admitted that the expenditures 
were necessary and properly made. 


No Reason for Its Defeat. 

Mr. Chapman, of Muscogee, said even if 
the trustees had exceeded their authority, 
they did right in completing the dormitory 
S80 that the girls could occupy the building, 
and the school could be opened. He said 
the bill should not be defeated because the 
trustees acted without sanction of law. 

The question was taken on reporting the 
bill favorably to the house, and it was or- 
dered reported favorably by a vote of 55 
to 47. The report of the committee of the 
whole was agreed to by a vote of 62 to 52. 

On motion the bill was laid on the table 
temporarily by a vote of 62 to 44.

The bill 
has already been placed before the house 
and put gn second reading, but it is the 
desire of the trustees and the superinten- 
dent to get the senate to take special ac- 
tion. 

The special appropriation asked for 
amounts to about $10,000. The trustees 
also agk that the appropriation be made in 
ordey/ that working shops can be put up 
whefe the inmates can be trained in man- 
ual labor. It is the purpose also to fit out 
a printing shop. With these additions the 
capacity fer the institution to do great 
good in the education of the mutes will be 
increased. 

President Corput and Mr. Conner have 
appeared before the senate finance commit- 
tee, and it is thought that this body will 
take favorable action today. 

It is argued by the trustees that the 
electric lights and steam heating are need- 
ed not only as a matter of comfort, but 
of protection, as one child lost its life by 
fire in the institution in years past.

At the recent concert in Richmond, The

“The chief interest centered in Martinus 
Sievekirg, and in no wise did he disappoint 
those who heard him. It must be conceded 
that he is an artist of great attainments. 
Pogsessing physical power and a brilliant 
technique, he obtains much from the pianbd- 
forte, but he never pushes his execution 
beyond the capacity of his instrument. 
While I think Sieveking’s technique bril- 
liant, yet it is not faultless, for occasionally 
the impact of his tone is not pure, but for 
ail, he is a master. 

“AS a technician, Sieveking does not 
equal Rosenthal, but his tone is more de- 
liciousiy liquid, soft and sensuous. In these 
qualities he is a striking contrast to the 
chilly Von Bulow. One truly artistic feat- 
ure of this Dutch pianist is the fact that 
in ‘cantabile’ passages his tone, while pure 
and clear, has that poetic nature that does 
away entirely with any ‘staccato’ effect. 

“The fact that Sieveking doves not pos- 
sess this vital fault, as so many pianists 
do, marks him as an artist: His 
aling is excellent, but not infallible, for 
instance, his contrasts are not abrupt nor 
subtle. His shading, however, may be 
called perfect, 

‘“Bieveking’s method and style are pecu 
Marly his own, and they are excellent.” 

The reception tendered Sieveking in Rich- 
mond was no greater in enthusiasm than 
that given America’s greatest violinist, Miss 
Maud Powell, who heads this company of 
artists. Much interest centers in the work 
of Miss Powell, as at the third Metro- 
politan concert will be heard that old- 
time favorite, Camilla Urso, who has been 
heard here before in years gone by, and 
who is a favorite all through the south, 
also from the fact that this is the first 
tour of Miss Powell in this section.

DEBATE ON THE MEASURE CONSUMES TIME

Effort Was Made To Take Mr. Fogarty 


Off the Floor but He Wouldn't 
Have It... 


The Fort Gaines dispensary Dill has been 
passed by the house of representatives. 
The bill occupied considerable of the time 
of that body yesterday and after an inter- 
esting and heated parliamentary battle the 
bill was passed. The bill is t@ abolish ber- 
rooms and establish a dispensary in Fort 


Gaines. tay , 
Mr. Fogarty, of Richmond, chairman of 


the special judiciary committee, which com- 
mittee reported the bill adversely, opposed 
the bill and he succeeded in delaying the 
passage of the measure until the afternoon 
session. He declared that the bill will fix 
a bad precedent and that it is to fasten 
upon the state the “vicious” dispensary sy5- 


tem. 

Mr. Fogarty’s knowledge of the rules of 
the house and his ability im the conduct of 
his fight on the bill enabled lim to delay 
the matter until every privilege allowed him 
under the rules had been exhausted. An 
effort was made to take him off the floor 
during the morning session on the ground 
that he wae not entitled fo twenty minutes’ 
time to close the debate, but fie secured a 
ruling from the chair that sustained him 
in his contention and he maintained the 
floor until 1 o’clock, the hour previously 
fixed for adjournmet. 

When the bill was taken up Mr. Fogarty 
made the point of order that the time fixed 
for its consideration had passed by sever- 
al minutes, and he suggested that it would 
require a three-fourths vote to set aside the 
regular order to take up the bill. The point 
Was sustained, but the necessary three- 
fourths voted to take up the Dill 

The final vote on the bill was 100 for and 
fourteen against it. It was ordered to be 
immediately transmitted to the senate. 


Mr. Fogarty Opens the Debate. 

Mr. Fogarty opened the debate on the 
bill. He said he thought the bill a bad one. 
It would close private barrooms and au- 
thorize the city of Fort Gaines to go into 
the liquor business. He said the council 
of Fort Gaines could properly regulate the 
whisky business @f that town and that it 
is unnecessary to establish a dispensary. 
He said if the barrootms are prohibited the 
town of Fort Gaines will lose all the taxes 
and revenues derived from the barrooms. 

Mr. Mozley, of Cobb, favored the bill. 
He said he believed the people of Fort 
Gaines want the dispensary established. 

Mr. Boynton, of Calhoun, favored the bill. 
He said he had introduced the bill by re- 
quest and that he thought the people of 
Fort Gaines want the bill passed. He 
thought it the duty of the house to give 
the dispensary to the people. 


Mr. Johnson for the Bill. 

Mr. Johnson, of Hall, said the bill should 
pass because the great majority of the 
people of: Fort Gaines wanted it. He said 
it was a question of right and of home 
rule, He read a telegram from I. L, Ward, 
of Fort Gaines, stating that any message 
proporting to have been sent by him with- 
drawing opposition to the barrooms was a 
forgery. 

Mr. Fogarty, chairman of the special 
judiciary committee, closed the debate. He 
took the floor at 12:50 o’clock and was en- 
titled to twenty minutes, Mr. Mozley, \of 
Cobb, wanted to extend the session of the 
house until the bill should be disposed of. 


Mr, Fogarty made the point of order that. 


no motion could be made, fhe previous 
question having been ordered on the bill. 
The point was sustained by Acting Speak- 
er West, of Lowndes, and Mr. Fogarty was 
given the floor. 

After Mr. Fogarty had talked a few 
minutes Mr. Boynton, of Calhoun, and Mr. 
Johnson, of Hall, made the point that Mr. 
Fogarty was not entitled to twenty min- 
utes. Those favoring the bill had occupied 
twenty minutes after the demand for the 
previous question had been sustained and 
Mr. West ruled that Mr. Fogarty had been 
recognized for twenty minutes as chairman 
of the committee that reported the bill and 
that he was entitled to that much time. 


Says It Is Unconstitutional. 

Under the rule of the chair, Mr. Fogarty 
talked until 1 o’clock and at that hour the 
house adjourned until 3 o’clock. At the lat- 
ter hour the house reassembled and Mr. 
Fogarty wds again recognized. Hi opposed 
the bill on the ground that it ts unconsti- 
tutional. He said the caption of the bili 
did not fully set forth the contents of the 
bill, thereby making it contrary to the 
constitution. : 

Mr. Boynton, .of Calhoun, said the friends 
of the bill were willing to stand on the bill 
as introduced. The yeas and nays were then 
taken and the bill was passed.

Who Makes Sensational Charges Against the Georgia Judiciary.

An examination of the minute book of 
the executive department shows the fol- 
lowing order issued by Governor Northen 
in this case: : 

“Executive Minutes, Tuesday, July 26, 
1892.—Jim Mixon, sentence commuted. 

“To the Superintendent Fulton County 
Chaingang—W hereas, J. D. (Mixon was con- 
victed of simple larceny in the superivr 
court of Randolph county May term, 1892, 
and sentenced to the chaingang for twelve 
months; and, 

“Whereas, An urgent appeal has been 
made to me to extend clemency in his be- 
half, which appeal is signed by many citi- 
zens of said county, among them prominent 
courthouse officials; and, 

“‘Whereas, It appears that a verbal sen- 
tence was first pronounced against said 
Mixon and his term in the chaingang was 
placed at five months, but when the judge 
issued the official sentence in the case the 
term was fixed at twelve months; and, 

**‘Whereas, The presiding! judge who im- 
posed said penalty under the facts in the 
cdse as now presented recommends a 
commutation of said sentence; it 's there- 
fore ordered that the sentence of J. D. 
Mixon be commuted to a term of five 
months from date of his conviction and 
that the 10th of October, 1892, he shall be 
dischanged from custody. 

~ “W. JI. NORTHEN, Governor. 
“By the governor, 
“W. H. HARRISON, 
‘Secretary Executive Department.” 

This does not, as will be seen, throw any 
definite light on the case in the way that 
Senator Carter insinuates. There is, how- 
ever, a story beneath the surface and that 
story, or rather a version of that story, was 
used quite freely in the last congressional 
campaign in the second district. The new 
congressman-elect from that district was 
solicitor general at the time, and Judge 
George F’. Gober presided over the trial re- 
ferred to. ' 

The papers in the case made a clear 
statement of the facts. There is no charge 
at all which could, reflect upon the judge, 
and, indeed, there seenis to have been no 
effort on the part of the men who endeav- 
ored to secure executive clemency to bring 
the judge in it at all. The insinuation is 
made that there was a change of sentence 
in the interest of the solicitor general. The 
clerk of the court, Mr. H. O. Beall, of Ran- 
dolph, was the man active in bringing the 
matter to the attention of the governor, 
and all in his letter to the governor which 
can be construed as reflecting upon the so- 
licitor general is contained in this clause of 
his letter: 

“These two cases have atirred up 
our people to petition you, as governor, 
to pardon these defendants and thereby 
show to the world that our courts shall 
not be prmitted to degenerate into ma- 
chines for the oppression of the poor and 
friendless in order to fill the pockets of so- 
licitors general.”’ 

It is fairly presumed that it was that 
clause which led to the consideration of 
this case, and especially in view of Gov- 


cial conditions that exist in our state make 
it possible for the fines to be paid by inno- 
cent parties. The system under such policy 
amounts practically, in some sense, to com- 
pounding a crime. The officers of the courts 
should be paid salaries, so that they may 
be reHeved of the temptation to do wrong 
toward unfortunate citizens who can be 


conicted for a price.” 

The other papers in the case seem to dis- 
pose very effectually of this charge, so far 
as it refers to Colonel Griggs. His letter 
to Judge Gober will set forth the facts 
showing very clearly the reason for the 
change that was made in the sentence, and 
Judge Gober further shows that the change 
could not possibly have affected the mat- 
ter of the solicitor’s costs. 

If any evidence were necessary it can be 
taken from Governor Northen himself, wav 
subsequently to this appointed Colonel 
Griggs to the judgeship, and who would 
certainly not have done that had he con- 
sidered that there was anything in this 
Randolph case which could refiect on Colo- 
nel’s Griggs’s conduct as an Officiai. And 
as this was made an issue in the congres- 
sional race, both in the contest for the nom- 
ination and in the election, the people have 
passed upon the question. ~ 

The papers in this case speak for them- 
selves. Here is the letter from the clerk of 
the court: 

“Cuthbert, Ga., June 27, 1892.—Hon. W. J. 
Northen, Governor. Dear Sir: During the 
late May term of our superior court, Judge 
George F. Gober pres:ding for Judge Guer- 
ry, tnere was tried and regularly convicted 
one J. D. Mixon, a white man, of the of- 
fense of simple larceny (theft of an old ra- 
zor), and, as is the practice, Mixon was 
made to stund up and was duly and legally 
sentenced to the chaingang for five months, 
with the alternative of $3 and costs. 

“It appears now that Solicitor General 
Griggs thought the judge’s sentence too 
short, and with the knowiedge and consent 
of the judge, when he filled out the regular 
m.sdemeanor sentence blanks, made the 
time of Mixon’s sentence read twelve 
months instead of five months, as only pro- 
nounced by the court; and in the case of a 
negro convicted of the offense of carrying 
concealed weapons to read also twelve 
months, instead of six months, as orally 
pronounced by the court. 

“In Mixon’s case counsel had been as- 
signed, he being friendless and too poor 
to employ counsel; the negro pleaded guilty 
But in neither case was the defendant or 
counsel present in court and consenting to 
said changes and alterations, or had no- 
tice of any kind of such purpose on the part 
of the court, and neither defendant knew 
of the added punishment until it came to 
their knowledge after adjournment of court. 

“Judge Gober orally sentenced the de- 
fendants in criminal cases as they were 
severally convicted or pleaded guilty, and 
upon the evening of his last day in court 
s‘ened the manuscript sentences which the 
aolicitor general filled out and handed 


o him in ‘ 
to t a he iat 


sheriff's officers and carried’ to jail at once, 
‘*The minutes of court were not read dur- 


' ing Judge Gober’s presidency and, besides, 
} the manuscript sentences did not get on the 


minutes until] after Judge Gober had ad- 
journed the court; so it happened that court 
was finally adjourned and it was too late 
to move the court in behalf of these de- 
fendants before any irregularity or illegal- 
ity came to the knéwledge of the defend- 
ants or of Mixon’s counsel, who had, upon 
appointment and at the request of the court, 
defended him on the trial of his case. 

“These two cases have stirred up our peo-

The letter of Judge Gober to Governor 
Northen indorses the statements of facts as 
given by Colonel Griggs. He says: 

“w. J. Northen, Governor.—Dear Sir: 
Replying to yours of recent date in refer- 
ence te Mixon, from Randolph, and the 
negro sentenced at the same time, I submit 
herewith letter from Solicitor General J. 
M. Griggs, who prosecuted the cases. 
“The facts therein are true. What was 
done in these cases was done not for any 
reason except the vindication of the law. 
Mr. Griggs is a gentleman and utterly in- 
capable of any such motives as the clerk 
would attribute to him. Again it would not 
put a cent in his pocket under the law; 
the money arising from such sources goes 
to the county, except the costs of convic- 
tion in each particular case. 

‘Under the repeated rulings of Our su- 
preme court—first in 28 Georgia—it is the 
right and duty of a judge to do what was 
dome here. The sentence of the court is 
what is put upon the minutes. However, 
I thought I called attention to it; I think 
so yet, but I cannot certify that I did. I 
knew I directed the solicitor general to do 
what he did in it.

“I only did my plain duty as the state's 
representative in caHing your attention to 
those matters at the time I did, and in 
my humble judgment you but did your 
duty as presiding judge. In any case there 
is no ground for a pardon. If the sentences 
are illegal as charged, they are void and 
there is a way to reach them through the 
courts.

Higher Educational Institutions Get 
Full Appropriations. 


INCREASES PUT ON 


Only the Military and Common Schools 
To Be Passed On. 


WORK OF THE UPPER HOUSE YESTERDAY 


Gray’s Horticultural Bill Passed—Hill 
and Beresford Pardons Indorsed ~ 
by the Committee. 


The higher educational institutions have 
all won out before the senate committee 
on appropriations. 

The university, the School of Technology 
and the other institutions which were given 
appropriations by the house were indorsed 
by the senate committee at its meeting 
yesterday, and in addition there were sev- 
eral increases put on. 

One of these was an increase of $11,000 for 
the Georgia School for the Deaf. This in- 
crease ‘was asked by the trustees of the 
institution, who showed that the improve- 
ments which will be made under this ap- 
propriation are absolutely necessary. Of 
this amount $5,000 goes for steam heating; 
$2,000 for electricity, $2,500 for the equip- 
ments of shop, and $1,500 for the painting 
of the buildings. 

The item of $6,391.06 for the Georgia Nor- 
mal and Industrial college at Milledgeville, 
over which the house fought some time 
yesterday, was approved by the senate 
committee on appropriations and goes in 
the general appropriation bill. This, as has 
been fully explained, is for the purpose of 
furnishing and equipping the dormitories 
of that school, and represents a sum of 
money which the trustees have already ex- 
pended in making a larger dormitory build- 
ing .than was at first contemplated in 
giving it the necessary equipment. 

The increase asked for by the lunatic 
asylum trustees, which is $10,000 for each 
of the years 1897 and 1898, was approved by 
the committee. 

There was a good deal of a fight over the 
appropriation for the Normal school at 
Athens, but the appropriation was finally 
given. On motion of Senator Kilpatrick, 
there was added to this item the following: 
“Provided that the commission or local 
board of trustees be authorized to expend 
such part of the appropriations as they 
may think proper for the building and 
furnishing.’’ 

Items Approved Yesterday. 

The items passed upon and approved at 
yesterday’s session were as follows: 

Academy for the Blind, $20,000. 

School for the Deaf, $20,000, and $11,000 
additional given by the amendment stated 
above. 

Lunatic asylum, for 1897, $280,000; for 1898, 
$290,000, which includes in each instance 
the $10,000 additional appropriation mention- 
ed above. 

For the university, $22,500. 

For the School of Technology, $22,500. 

For the Georgia Normal and Industrial 
college, $22,900, and the special appropria- 
tion mentioned above. 

For the North Georgia Agricultural col- 
lege, $6,000. 

For the State Normal college, $22,500. 

For the university for the colored péo- 
ple, $8,000. 

For the State university from the land 
scrip funds, $6,314.14. 

The item appropriating $400,000 additional 
for the common schools, making the ap-

propriation for 1898 $1,000,000, was reached 
and several amendments were presented by 
members, indicating a cut of this sum. 
They were not, however, acted upon. 
This item and that which contains the ap- 
propration for the military will be voted 
upon at the special session of the commit- 
tee this morning. In addition to these there 
is an appropriation of $3,000 for an exhibit 
at the Tennessee centennial, which was not 
reached. 

The appropriation bill will come up for 
consideration in the senate today. 


To Study the Penitentiary Question. 

The senate spent several hours yesterday 
fighting over different features of the reso- 
lution appointing a committee to investi- 
gate the convict lease question and make a 
report at the next session of tne general 
assembly. 

A number of amendments were submitted 
to ft at different stages of the discussion, 
and during the morning hour the body got 
itself into a legislative tangle which result- 
ed in its adopting two amendments which 
were contradictory. One provided that the 
committee might go ahywhere, but must 
not expend over $2,000; the other was to the 
effect that it do not go out of the state. 

Finally, at the night session, the matter 
came up again and there was a fight over 
it. The final result of it was the adoption 
of Senator Kilpatrick’s resolutions practi- 
cally as introduced. They provide for a 
joint committee, who shall investigate the 
convict question, visiting other states, if 
necessary. The committee is restricted to 
the expenditure of a sum not to exceed 
$3,000. 

A similar resolution has passed the house. 
One or the other will become a law, and 
the result will be a thorough investigation 
in the recess of the pefttentiary question, 
and at the next session a bill will be pre- 
sented embodying the ideas of this com- 
mittee as to the best solution of this ques- 


tion. 
State Entomologist. 

Senator Gray’s bill authorizing the com- 
missioner of agriculture to employ an ento- 
mologist passed the senate and was ordered 
to be immediately transmitted to the house. 
This bill, as has been éxplained in The 
Constitution, is in the interest of the fruit- 
growers. It makes provision for the inves- 
tigation of the fruit conditions in such a 
manner as will give to the fruit growers 
information which will be valuable in the 
development of this great industry. Sena- 
tor Gray made a strong speech in favor of 
it. Genator Strother opposed the bill, not 
because he was against its purpose, but 
he was against the creation of a:

Many of the members of the Georgia senate fell willing victims yesterday to 
the subtle charms of the most fascinating lobbyist who has visited the capitol this 
year. The scene was laid in the corridor in front of the big doors of the senate,

panied on her visit to the capitol by Mrs. M. I. Branch, of Columbia county, 
the wife of the well-known representative. The other personages in the interest- 
ing little drama that .was played for about an hour were Judge Hamilton Mc- 
Whorter and most of the members of the senate. 

It seems that the governor has requested an appropriation of $3,000 for the re- 
moval of Georgia’s exposition display to Nashville and to cover the expenses at- 
tendant upon the proper installation of the exhibit there, and steps to secure the 
appropriation have been taken in both the house and senate. . : 

Mrs. Thompson, who was president of the woman’s board of the Atlanta ex- 
position, has interested herself during the past few weeks in having the women of 
Georgia make an adequate display at the Nashville exposition; and, upon con- 
sultation with other ladies, she concluded that the women of Georgia were en- 
titled to something if any apprepriation is to be made by the legislature for 
representation of the state at Nashville. The. ladies determined upon making a 
moderate request for $1,000, and forthwith to the capitol went Mrs, Thompson 
yesterday, accompanied by Mrs. Branch and Judge Hamilton McWhorter, who 
volunteered his services with the statement that while he knew nothing of the 
art of politics, he was willing; to be classed even as a lobbyist in such a good catse. 
(Mrs. Thompson stationed herself in the alcove under the massive arch in front of 
the senate door and one after another the dignified senators were called out. It 
took only a minute for her to tell them in ‘her peculiarity fascinating manner the 
object of her visit, and with uniform promptness they promptly authorized her 
to check them “‘O, K.”’ in the iittle membership Look on the senate which she held 


in her hands.

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Cuba is wholly unfit to govern herself 
on account of the prominence of negro 
blood on the island. The prevailing 
opinion in this country, even among 
those who are friendly to the insurgents, 
seems to be that a majority of the na- 
tives are mixed breeds. 

While there are some, of course, who 
fall under this head, the number is 
small when compared to the total pop- 
ulation of the island, and scarcely 
amounts to a fraction. 

From the latest official returns the 
white inhabitants number about 1,100,- 
000, while the colored population, in- 
cluding negroes, Indians and mixed 
breeds, is only about 489,000. These fig- 
ures cleariy show that pure Spanish 
blood predominates on the island anda 
that Cuba is just as capable of self-gov- 
ernment as the haughty kingdom of 
Spain {Tself. 

Still another false impression in re- 
gard to Cuba is expressed in the charge 
that its population is criminal and un- 
ruly. So far as the records throw any 
light wpon this subject nearly all the 
crimes committed on the island are 
traced to residents of foreign birth and 
not to native Cubans, either white or 
colored. 

The only respect in which the Cu- 
bans are deficient is in educational fa- 
cilities. Common schools have made 
but little progress in Cuba for the sim- 
ple reason that Spain has done every- 
thing in her power to prevent the growth 
of intelligence. While the statement is 
a harsh one to make, it is nevertheless 
true. The idea of ‘the home govern- 
ment in adopting such a barbarous pol- 
icy is no doubt explained by the fact 
that slavery can be best promoted in a 
condition of ignorance. Spanish rule 
in Cuba has always been oppressive, and 
there is every reason to believe that the 
government has stifled education for the 
purpose of maintaining its supremacy 
over the island. 

Instead of accomplishing itg purpose, 
however, this policy of keeping the Cu. 
bans in ignorance has failed, and Spain 
is now grievously aware of her mistake. 
Had she treated the Cubans with onky 
decent respect, instead of reducing them 
to a state of abject dependence and ser- 
vitude, the fires of revolution would 
never have been kindled on the island, 
and its fertile soll, now drenched with 
blood, would he today luxuriant with 
the smile of peace.

The idea of punishment, how- 
ever, in the opinion of the New York 
paper, is to strike terror to evildoers

In an editorial on the immigration ques- 
tion, The Augusta Chronicle says: 

“What has ‘the legislature now in session 
in Atlanta done to advertise the resources 
of the state and to make known its mani- 
fold advantages for deversified agriculture?

Farm Products. 


From The Washington Post. 

The returns of the department of agrf- 
culture for the month of December relate 
chiefly to the average farm price of tho vari 
ous products of agriculture on the first day 
of the month. The products named are corn, 
wheat, rye, barley, oats, buckwheat, irish 
potatoes, leaf tobacco, hay and cotton. 
With the single exception of wheat, the 
prices of these products are lower than 
they were at the corresponding period last 
year. The prices given for both yéars are 
average prices, and while local conditions 
may affect some of the articles mentioned, 
the general rule of lower prices holds 
good 


The late flurry in wheat was pointed to 
with pride as a refutation of the theery of 
the silver men that wheat and sliver rose 
and fell together. It is possible that the 
thecry was somewhat disjointed by the 
rise in the price of ‘wheat, but as a 
theory breaker it was not as great a suc- 
cess as some ardent admirers claimed.

Young Outlaw Respited Until Last 
of January. 


THE COURT DESIRES WIS TESTIMONY 


He Will Be Held To Tell What He 
Knows of the Part His Father 
Played in the Murder.

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Tom Delk will not be hanged at Zebulon 
tomorrosv. Ile will not walk up the steps 
to the trap until January 29, 1897, if then. 

The respite for Tom Delk asked for by 
the attorneys of Taylor Delk was granted 
by the governor yesterday afternoon and 
the sheriff of Pike county was instructed 
to postpone the execution until the time 
mentioned. 

The motion for a respite for Tom Delk 
was not made for the purpose of saving nis 
neck or in any way benefiting him. He is 
the main witness in the case of his father, 
Taylor Delk, which is now pending on @ 
motion for a new trial. Had he been ex- 
ecuted tomorrow the defense of Taylor 
Delk would have lost a witness. 

it was on this line that the motion for a 
respite was argued by Taylor Delk’s at- 
torneys. They showed where their case 
would be materially affected vy Tom 
Delk’s death and as a result of their argu- 
ment the governor granted the respite yes- 
terday afternoon. 

The order issued to Sheriff Slade, of 
Pike county, requiring him to postpone 
tne execution is us follows: 

“December 16, 1896.—To the Sheriff of 
Pike County: Whereas Tom Delk was ccn- 
victed in the superior court of Pike county 
of the crime of murder and sentenced to 
be executed on Friday, December 18th in- 
etant, and whereas he is the main witness 
for the defense in the case of his father, 
Taylor Delk, which case is still pending, 
and which will not be disposed of for some 
time, and believing it proper to respite 
the main witness when another man is on 
trial for his life, without consideration of 
the interests or application «.f Tom Delk, 
himself, but solely that justice may be 
meted out in the trial of Taylor Delk, you 
are hereby directed to postpone the execu- 
tion of said sentence of death upon the 
eaid Tom Delk until Friday, the 2th day 
of January, 1897, when, in the absence of 
any legal order otherwise directing, you 
will proceed to execute the final judgment 
of the court in said case. “Werein fail not.

Execution Now Indefinite. 

The motion for a new trial in the case 
of Taylor Delk now pending was to have 
been heard today, but was indefinitely post- 
poned on account of a delay that could not 


be prevented. The motion will likely be 


heard at the very earliest date. Should 
Judge Beck refuse the motion the case will 
be carried to the supreme court, where it 
will take at leaSt sixty days to decide it. 

In view of these facts there is every 
reason to believe that Tom Delk will not 
hang’ on January 29th. If the new trial is 
granted the case eannot be heard in the 
superior court before the time of the 
hanging and in that event another respite 
will probably be obtained. If the case goes 
to the supreme court and is not decided be- 
fore January 2th the respite will most 
likely be granted. 

The chances that Tom Delk will spend 
several more months on this earth are 
very favorable. He will at least epend 
Christmas here, such a Christiinas as it 
will be. 

Tom Delk has been ordered kept in the 
jail in Atlante, for the present at least. It 
is feared that violence will be done him if 
he is taken back to Pike county and he 
is kept here for safe keeping. 

Jadge Beck has given Jailer Eubanks 
orders not to let any one who is not con- 
nected with the jail gee Tom Delk. He is 
kept in the closest confinement and is 
Well fastened. There is not the alightest 
chance for him to escape and when the 
time for his execution eomes he will be 
ready for the gallows. 

No one was allowed to see elther of the 
Delks yesterday and it is not known how 
they feel in the matter of the respite. 
Tom, from all that can be learned, coesn’t 
Stem to care much one way or the other, 
but it is supposed that he is pleased with 
the action taken by the governor. 

Tom’s respite makes old man Delk's case 
@ great deal stronger, and his attorneys are 
hopeful of being able to prove his inno- 
cence when the new trial.is heard.

FIREMEN WERE. KEPT BUSY 


ALARMS CAME IN AS FAST AS 
THEY COULD BE ANSWERED. 


Men and Horses Are Tired Out but 
Do Good Work—The Wind Is 
to Blame, | 


Yestérday was a day of fires and the fire 
department was kept on the run from early 
in the morning until late at night. 

The swift wind that prevailed in Atlanta 
yesterday blew the sparks from chimneys 
in all directions and made fires numerous. 

Several dangerous blazes were discovered, 
but though placed at a disadvantage by the 
large amount of labor before them, the fire 
department did good work and prevented 
much damage. The horses and men were 
completely worn out yesterday and night 
brought no rest. 

The first fire yesterday morning was at 
the residence of Mr. Hubert Culberson. in 
West End. The fire department was called 
there by an alarm from box 341. The blaze 
Was caused by a defective fire place and 
the damage was slight. 

At 7:30 o’clock in the morning a still alarm 
was received at No. 4 engine house. No. 4 
answered this alarm and found a fire in the 
two-story frame dwelling at 28 Auburn 
avenue. The fire was caused by a spark 
and only a few shingles wefe burned. 

A defective fireplace at No. 4 Dodd ave- 
nue caused an alarm to be turned in from 
box 388 a few minutes before 11 o'clock in 
the morning. The damage was very slight. 

Box 72 was pulled at 3:07 o’clock in the 
afternoon and called the firt-fighters to 32 
Kingsley street, where there was a small 
blaze on the roof, caused by a flying spark. 
The damage was slight. 

At 5 o’clock the fire bell was heard to 
ring again and this time the alarm was 
from box &, Out to 304 Richardson street 
the tired men and horses went. Here the 
roof of the residence of Mr. M. B. Boyce 
had been fired by a spark. Only a few 
shingles were burned before the fire was 
éx tinguished.

SPEEDIEST TRIAL ON RECORD. 
Negro Convicted of Carrying Concealed 
W 


eapons. 

Athens, Ga., Decdmber 14—(Special.)— 
Clarke county furnishes the swiftest trial 
ever conducted in a court of justice in 
Georgia. 

This morning at 11 o’clock a message came 
over the telephone from Jefferson asking 
Chief Culp to arrest a negro named John 
Dyer on the charge of stealing a pistol. A 
good description of the negro was given 
and in less than fifteen minutes Officers 
Hill and Saye had nabbed him. He tried to 
shoot them but was unsuccessful. 

In a few minutes a message came to 
turn him loose, as his brother had settled 
for the pistol. The Athens officers didn’t 
relish the idea of turning loose a negro 
who had tried to shoot and upon whose 
person two pistols had been found. So they 
swore cut a warrant charging him with 
carrying concealed weapons. 

Judge Cobb immediately gave him a trial 
and he entered a plea of guilty. The court 
sentenced him to pay a fine of $25 and costs 
or serve six months on ths chaingang. 

When the court concluded the sentence 
it was ten minutes to 1 o’clock. One hour 
and fifty minutes had passed since the de- 
scription of the negro was telephoned from 
Jefferson to Athens.

Special School Bill Meets with Defeat 
in Yesterday’s Election. 


MANY VOTERS DID NOT VOTE 


Farmers Looked with Disfavor Upon 
an Increase in Taxes. 
4 


OPPOSITION TO THE BILL WAS STRONG 


County School Commissioner Guinn 
Says He Will Keep the Question 
Before the People. 


The special bill providing for a system of 
public schools for Fulton county outside 
the corporate limits of the city of Atlanta 
and East Point was overwhelmingly defeat- 
ed yesterday. 

The vote throughout the county was very 
light, indeed, and fell far short of the re- 
quired number of votes that were necessary 
for the measure to become a‘law. 

When the bill passed the legislature, the 
conditions were that two-thirds of the qual- 
ified voters of the county living outside of 
Atlanta and East Point must vote favorable 
to the bill, otherwise it would not become 
effective and could not be placed in opera# 
tion. The result of yesterday’s election 
shows that the vote was short in every pre- 
cinct and those who did not favor the bill 
remained away from the polls and did not 
vote, thus defeating the measure easily. 

In Cook’s district 600 voters were regis- 
tered and it would have been necessary that 
400 of this number voted for the school bill 
had two-thirds majority been received. As 
it was, only 60 voted on the question, 5 for 
the passage of the bill and 6 against it. 

In Southbend district 210 voters were reg- 
istered, but the school bill received only 86 
votes out of 106 that were polled. 

In many of the districts the voters who 
cast their ballot for the judges of the su- 
preme court failed entirely to vote on the 
school question and in many of the pre- 
cincts but a small handful of slips were 
found in the school ballot box when the 
polls closed and the managers began the 
count. 

Early in the day County School Commis- 
sioner Guinn gave up the fight and stated 
that he was sure there was no hope of the 
bill being ratified by the country people. 

“If the bill had been given the indorse- 
ment of the country people,” said he yes- 
terday afternoon, “it would have been the 
first time tn the history of Georgia schools 
that a bill providing for better educational 
facilities based on a local tax levy had been 
ratified by the people the first time it was 
passed upon by them. : 

“I attribute the defeat of the bill to the 
fact that the voters and property owners 
are not thoroughly familiar with the good 
results that would come by its adoption. 
Many did not explain just what was in- 
tended by the bill, and there were, there- 
fore, @ great many voters who did not 
understand the question thoroughly.” 

State School Commissioner Glenn was 
deeply interested in the fate of the Dill 
yesterday, and while he feared defeat, he 
was emphatically in favor of the measure. 

“The people who vote against the Dill 
stand in their own light,’’ said he, “Many, 
no doubt, do not thoroughly understand 
how great is the necessity for the ratifica- 
tion of the bill and I am sure they vote 
against it conscientiously, but at the same 
time they will see in the future where they 
have made a great mistake.”’ 

The vote on the school measure will be 
consolidated today at noon in the office of 
Ordinary Calhoun and the official figures 
will be placed on record with the secretary 
of state,

SAVED FROM THE FLAMES. 


An Infirm Negro Rescued Last Night 
by a Police Officer. 


Officer McCurdy, of the local police force, 
rescued Isaac Aycock, an old and infirm 
negro, from death in the flames at his 
home in a little cottage near the corner 
of Rawson and Windsor streets about 10 
o’elock last night. 

While McCurday was patrolling his beat 
on Windsor street he happened to glance 
toward Aycock’s home and found it was 
on fire.

After the fire was out physicians were 
summoned to attend to the negro, but it 
was thought best to send him to the hos- 
pital. The ambulance was therefore sum- 
moned and Aycock taken to that institu- 
tion. His condition is precarious.

A mass meeting has been called for the 
purpose of expressing the sympathy of the 
citizens of AtI&nta- with the cause of liberty. 
The meeting will be held at 8 o'clock Fri- 
day hight in the assembly room in the base- 
ment of the county courthouse. 

Governor Northen will preside. He 1s the 
first signer of the petition, and is an en- 
thusiastic friend of the struggling island. 

It will be one of the most notable gather- 
ings ever held in Fulton county, Thousands 
who believe that those who are now fight- 
ing for freedom should receive recognition 
at the hands of the United States will come 
together and express their desire in unison, 
Since the assassination of Maceo a popular 
upheaval has gone up against the butchery 
of the Spanish. In Atlanta the excitement 
has not been curbed, and the interest in 
the rebellion has not been confined to the 
small band of Cuban refugees collected in 
this city. 

The cause of Cuba has taken firm hold 
here. 

“T could organize a large company on @ 
moment's notice,” said a well-known mili- 
tary man yesterday. “The feeling here is 
intense.”’ 

It is for the purpose of joining in the 
general movement to insist upon Cuban 
recognition that the mass meeting has been 
called for Friday night. At this meeting 
all prominent Atlantians . will participate. 
Speeches will be made by Colonel Albert 
Cox, Former Governor Northen, Mayor 
King, Hamilton Douglas, and many other 
well-known orators. 

At the meeting resolutions will be passed 
expressing the sentiment of the Atlanta 
people in regard to the cause of the in- 
surgents, Several petitions have been cir- 
culated in the city asking for names of 
those who will agree to come out. The pe- 
tition was circulated only for a short while, 
but scarcely anyone refused to sign, and 
from present prospects, thousands will be 
in the courthouse when the Cuban meeting 
is called to order Friday night. 

This meeting is prompted altogether by 
the wishes of the people of Atlanta, and is 
not instigated by the local Cuban junta, 
nor has it any connection with it. No funds 
will be raised, nor will any collection be 
taken. 

The movement in Atlanta is headed by 
the most prominent men in the state, They 
have taken up the rnatter in earnest, and 
Friday’s meeting promises to be interesting.

TRIED TO BOARD MOVING CAR 


And Was Jerked Under the Wheels 
by a Switch—The Coroner’s 
Inquest.

Tyler Dickson, a young boy eighteen 
years of age, who lived at 139 Madison ave- 
nue and sold newspapers on the streets, 
Was killed by passenger train No. 38 of the 
Atlanta and West Point road at Mitchell 
Street crossing at 11:40 o'clock yesterday 
morning. 

The rear trucks of the heavy dining car 
as the end of the train passed over his 
body, almost severing the lower limbs from 
the trunk. He was dragged fully fifteen 
feet on the crossing and died in two 
minutes after he was picked up by by- 
standers.

He 
had a large bundle of Constitutions under 
his arm at the time and was jerked under 
the wheels ‘by an upright switch, in which 
his foot was caught. 

The watchman at the crossing says he 
saw the boy running down Madison street, 
bent on catching the train ae it approached 
the crossing. When within about twenty 
feet south of the crossing he cauglit thé 
front end of the dining car as it passed 
at a moderate speed. 

The switch at this point has two prongs 
at the top to hold lanterns at night. It 
seems Dickson lost his balance on the car 
Steps and as he passed the switch his fcot 
happened to catch between -those two 
prongs and he was jerked forcibly to the 
ground. 

Dickson was caught by the car truck 
and dragged fully fifteen feet toward the 
crossing, where the wheels of the rear 
truck passed over his thighs He was 
hastily picked up by bystanders and in less 
than two minutes he died. The body was 
carried to a little shed by the rallroad 
crossing and Coroner Paden notified. He 
@rrived on the scene a few minutes later 


and ordered the body taken to Patterson’s 


undertaking establishment on Peachtree 
street. 

At 4:30 o’clock yesterday afternoon a jury 
was summoned at the undertaker’s and an 
inquest held over the body. 

Several witnesses were introduced who 
testified substantially to the above facts. 
The jury brought in a verdict exonerating 
the railroad and alleging the boy’s death 
to have been the result of his own care- 
lessness. 

Dickson has been a newsboy on the 
streets for a good number of years. He 
was known as a roliable youth and for a 
long time was the only support of his 
widowed mother and little sister. 

The funeral services will be held at the 
residence this afternoon at 2:30 o’clock and 
the interment will be at Westview ceme- 
tery.

Passed Away Last Evening. 
Mrs. Temperance A. Connally, widow of 
the late Thomas W. Connally, and mother 
of Dr. E. L. Connally, Rev. Paul F..

MAY COMBINE WITH THE GEORGIA ROAB 


Or the Louisville and Nashville May 
Buy Mr. Ryan’s Stock and Work 
in Relation with Seaboard. .

Atlanta and West Point stock is in de- 
mand, and it is said that two railroads are 
after it. Usually, except about dividend 
time, the stock can be picked up around 
par or a little below. Now it is reported 
that a sale has been made for 168. 

The Central] and the Louisville and Nash- 
ville are supposed to be the purchasers. Re- 
port has it that both these companies are 
anxious to control the West Point road. The 
Louisville and Nashville wants it, in the 
first place, to get into Atlanta, and in the 
second place to connect with the Georgia 
road. 

And then there may be still another and 
even greater project behind that. 

Suppose the Louisville and Nashville 
should secure control of the Aflanta and 
West Point and then buy Mr. Thomas Ry- 
an’s Seaboard stock. That would not con- 
trol the Seaboard, but it would have a ten- 
dency to draw the roads closer together. 
Then there would be a strong through line 
from Norfolk to New Orleans in direct com- 
petition with the Southern all the way. 

The Louisville and Nashville now con- 
trols the Georgia road, claiming that the 
Central's right in the joint lease was for- 
feited when the Central failed toput up its 
share of the rental one year during the 
Central's receivership. Once the Atlanta 
and West Point passes into the hands of 
the Louisville and Nashville it is said that 
President George C. Smith will be elected 
president and general manager of the 
Georgia, as he is now of the Atlanta and 
West Point and the Western of Alabama. 
Mr. Smith’s management of the two roads 
of which he is the head leads all others in 
this part of the country the past year or 


_,two.. His earnings have shown a steady 


increase, and while he has expended mon- 
ey liberally in keeping up the roadbed and 
equipment, the net earnings have been 
excéelient. Every month shows an increase 
over the corresponding month of last year. 
The passenger earnings for November and 
December last year were larger than the 
earnings from the same source this year, 
but that is explained by the fact that the 
exposition travel was very heavy last fall. 
When January ist comes, however, the 
earnings of the West Point and the West- 
ern of Alabama will be ahead of the earn- 
ings for the first half of the last fiscal 
year. 

In buying Atlanta and West Point stock, 
therefore, the purchasers, whether they are 
individuals or corporations, get a safe divi- 
dend payer while the lines are under Mr, 
Smith’s management, 

The Central and the Louisville and 
Nashville own the Western of Ala- 
bama between them, and their 
interests are very nearly equal. For- 
merly they operated the lines from Atlan- 
ta to Selma and from Atlanta to Augusta 
in perfect harmony. The Georgia had its 
general manager and the other two roads 


| had another, but all had one president. 
' When General Manager Greene, 
| Georgia road, took a leave of absence on

Nashville placed Mr. Scott in charge as 
acting general manager, the idea being 


_ that Major Greene would some day return 


and take hold again. Then Mr. Comer, of 
the Central, wanted to put Major Shellman 
in charge of the Atlanta and West Point 
and of the Western of Alabama. The 
Louisville and Nashville would not consent 
to a Central railroad man being made 
general manager, and as a compromise 
Mr. George C. Smith was selected, chiefly 
through the advice of Mr. R. Somers Hayes, 
who was then the new co-receivet of the 
Central. Mr. Smith. had for some years 
been the virtual chief executive of tte 
Missouri Pacific under Jay Gould. Mr. 


Smith’s ability was appreciated by the elder | 


Gould, but when George came into the 
Situation after the death of his father, 
Mr. Smith did not agree with his policy 


_ and resigned by telegraph, greatly to the 


suprise of the young man, who wanted him 
to return, :

Showing Prosperous Condition of the 
Property—Election of Directors 


and General Officers. 


Americus, Ga,, December 16.—(Special.)— 
At the antual meeting of the stockholders 
of the Georgia and Alabama railway, in this 
city today, important business was trans- 
acted. Of the $6,280,000 capital stock out- 
Standing, it is stated that nearly every 
share was represented in person or by 
proxy. President Williams submitted his 
report for the ten ard a half months from 
August 15, 1896, the date on which the 
Georgia and Alabama company took posses- 
sion in every department of the company’s 
business. The approximate gross earnings 
for eleven months and one week in the 
current calendar year are reported at $803,- 
171, against $457,062 for the same period of 
last year, an increase of $346,119. The net 
earnings of the company have increased in 
still greater ratio. Peat 

Resolutions were passed under Which the 
consolidation of the Columbus and Southern 
railroad with the Georgia.and Alabama 
railway Was effected. This new. acqui- 
sition of the Georgia and Alabama system 
gives it the shortest existing Ifthe between 
Columbus, Ga., and Savannah, and also be- 
tween Albany, Ga., and Montgomery, giv- 
ing the system a total mileage of 450 miles. 
The transfer of the Columbus and Southern 
to the Georgia and Alabama railway was 
arranged to take place at midnight Sat- 
urday night. The line from Richland to 
Columbus will hereafter be known as the 
Columbus division of the Georgia and Ala- 
bama railway, and from Richland to Al- 
bany will be known as the Albany di- 
vision. 

President Williams, in his annual report, 
comments upon the great tide of immigra- 
tlon which is now setting toward the por- 
tion of Georgia through which this road 
runs. One town upon the line of this rail- 
way has in the past fifteen months receiv- 
ed about 8,000 colonists from all portions 
of the union, and they are stilfi coming in. 
The colonists are reported to be generally 
thriving and highly pleased with the new 
conditions and their surroundings. 

The Georgia and Alabama, railway is now 
the largest independent road not identified 
with one of the great Southern systems in 
this part of the south, and this independ- 
ence, together with its very liberal policy, 
has won for it the admiration and cordial 
good will of the great mass of people 
throughous this section.

DAY PASSED OFF VERY QUIETLY 


Nominees of the State Convenfion 
Are Elected Without Opposition, 


BUT TWO TICKETS -WERE SCRATCHED 


Vote at the Country Precincts Was the 
Lightest on Record and the Farm- 
ers Were Not Interested.

Yesterday’s election for associate justices 
of the supreme court bench passed quietly 
throughout the state and less interest was 
manifested than has been shown at the 
polls in years, as there was no opposition 
to the nomirees of ho state convention, 

Little or no interest was felt in the elec- 
tion anywher® in the state, because there was 
mo opposition to the ticket put out by the 
state democratic convention. Telegrams re- 
ceived by The Constitution from all parts 
of Georgia last night show that the smull- 
est vote ever polled in a general state elec- 
tion was polled yesterday. The telegraphis 
specials uniformly state tnat there was not 
the least excitement anywhere, and in 
many places it did not even appear that an 
election was being held. In one or tro 
localities the populists participated in the 
election to a smal) extent by complimcuting 
some favorite with a vote, but the great 
majority of populists did not vote. 

It was the smallest vote known in Geor- 
gia in yéars. The returns received by The 
Constitution from the counties of the state 
last night contain nothing of interest be- 
yond the fact that the supreme court ticket 
went through without opposition. 

The polls in the city were deserted all day 
and but few votes were polled. In the coun- 
try precincts the vote was exceedingly light 
and the farmers remained at home during 
the day.- 

The total vote cast in the city did not 
reach 500, and the managers and clerks were 
idle. The heaviest vote cast in any ward 
in the city was at the sixth ward polls, 
where only 118 ballots found their way into 
the box. In the seventh ward only 31 votes 
were polled and in all the other wards the 
vote was less than one-tenth of the regis- 
tration. 

But little scratching was done and the 
candidates in nearly every instance re- 
ceived the entire vote polled. Judge Sam- 
uel Lumpkin, the only candidate for re- 
election, led his ticket, receiving a slight 
majority over the other candidates, while 
Judge Fish ran a few votes behind the 
others. 

Had it not been for the signs on the sa- 
loon doors and the previous announcements 
in the newspapers, the day would have 
passed without notice, probabiy, and even 
as it was, there were many registered voterg 
who had forgotten about the election until 
some one called their attention to the 
fact.

The only votes cast except for the nomi- 
néees of the state convention were polled in 
the first and fifth wards. In the first ward 
Judge Hopkins received three votes and 
Judge Gober three votes, and in the fifth 
ward eight voters wrote the name of Judge 
Newsome on their tickets. 

The election in the country districts was 
remarkable on account of the light vote. 
At many of tiie polling places not more 
than fifteen votes were polled by voters 
who cast their ballot simply for the can- 
didates for the supreme bench, The vote 
was larger than this, counting those who 
voted for the ratification of the county 
school bill . 

Yesterday’s election was the quietest that 
has probably ever been held in the county 
and no interest was manifested in the con- 
test, as all were certain of the election of 
the judges named by the state convention 
which was held in Athanta several weeks 
ago. The returns will be consolidated today 
in the office of the secretary of state.

CAUGHT A THIEF WITH PEPPER. 


Detective Wooten’s Unique Method of 
Catching a Negro. 


Jason Hightower, a young negro boy, was 
arrested and locked in the station house 
yesterday morning by Detectives Harris 
and Wooten, on the charge of stealing milk 
from various residences on and near Capi- 
tol avenue. 

Both the crime and capture of the negro 
were decidedly unique. It is the custom of 
people in that neighborhood to place pitch- 
ers on the front porch every night to be 
filled by the milk man, on his early rounds 
before breakfast in the mornings. 

Of late the milk man has filled his part of 
the contract, but when the servants went 
out to get the fluid it was missing. Dozens 
of families have suffered the same griev- 
ance, and among them was Detective Jim 
Wooten, who lives on East Fair street, 
near Capitol avenue. One morning two 
weeks ago Wooten rose earlier than usual 
before the milk wagon arrived, and took 
his seat inside the house in full view of 
the pitcher on the front porch waiting to 
receive its daily portion. 

In a short while the milk man drove up, 
and left a good full quart in the usual place. 
Wooten did not take the pitcher into the 
house at once, but was wise enough to wait. 
In a few minutes a yellow negro, fat from 
many former raids on milk pitchers, step- 
ped stealthily onto the porch, and picking 
up. the milk, drank every drop. Not con- 
tent with Wooten’s milk alone as a break- 
fast, the negro went to the next house and 
repeated the same performance. 

Next morning Wooten filled the pitcher 
with a concoction which consisted mostly 
of cayenne pepper, and which was not cal- 
culated to rest well on the average stom- 
ach. Then Wooten resumed his silent 
guard over the little pitcher. The game ap- 
peared soon after the milkman, and as 
usual drained every drop of the deceptive 
milk. 

In a moment there was a wild look in the 
negro’s eyes. His hands involuntarily 
clutched his stomach, while Wooten began 
to chuckle. With a realization of what had 
happened, the thief jumped off the porch 
and ran down the street as fast as his heels 
could carry him.
